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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants, once again, argue the examiners 
interpretation of claim and insist that the claimed CTFE copolymers do not include any other co-monomers excep tose claimed incclaim 1 . 
The examiner already answered those arguments on several previous office actions. The applicants position is clearly contrary toa ny 
existing case law reagrdin claim interpretation and accepted US practice. The claimed copolymers are CLEARLy claimed in the "open 
language" format and do NOT preclude any additional co-monomers including ethylene. Once again, while the preferred embodiments of 
the cited reference, Zolotnistky, are outside of the scope of the claimed co-polymer, the disclosure of the reference is not limited to te 
preferred embodiments only. Insofar as the reference doesnot disclose foamable composition, the examiner disagrees as te compositions 
are substantially similar to the claimed composition and, thus, inherently are foamable in the absence of showing of evidence t the contraty. 
Simply becase the compositions of the reference are NOT FOAMED does not mean that they are not "foamable" once processed under 
specific conditions. It is irrelevan whether the reference discloses the compositions as "foamed" or not, insofar as the claim limitations of 
base claim 1 does not reuire it to be foamed, rather it is "foamable". Obviousness of processing the compositions of Zolotnitsky to foams 
as per claim 10, etc has been previously discussed. 

The examiner, once again, notes that the applicants interpretation of the claims as precluding ethylene (or any other not expressly listed 
corn-monomers) from being present in the claimed co-polymers is incorrect. The applicants had numerous opportunities to amend the 
claims to expressly preclude ethylene from being present in the co-polymer, but failed to do so at the proper stages of prosecution.. 
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
